Bj a Terrilie Explosion In tbe Sub- 


terranean Basement.

Washington, Nov. 7.—An explosion 


and fire -wrecked the supreme 
court 


*oom and the rooms immediately ad- 
Joining it on the main floor of the Cap- 
itol. The damage is enormous. The 
entire central eastern part of the great 
marble pile, from the main floor to the 
subterranean basement, practically is 
a mass of ruins. The force of the ex- 
plosion was so heavy that the coping 
stones on the outer walls, just east of 
tte 
point where 
the 
explosion oc- 


curred, were bulged out 
nearly two 


Inches; windows in all that part of 
*se 
building were 
blown out, and 


locked doors were forced from their 
tinges quite 150 feet from the scene 
at it- Fire followed the explosion so 
quickly as to seem practically simul- 
taneous with it. 


Force of the Kxoioslon. 


The explosion shook the immense 


structure to its foundations, and was 
heard several squares from the Capi- 
tol. It occurred in a small room tight- 
ly closed by heavy stone walls in the 
subterranean 
basement immediately 


below the main entrance to the old 
Capitol building. In this room was a 
500-light gas meter, which was fed by 
a 4-Inch main. Very little gas is used 
in that part of the building, but at the 
time of the explosion the gas had not 
been 
turned off at tho 
meter. 
The 


meter itself was wrecked, and the gas 
pouring 
from 
the main caught fire. 


The Games originating from the explo- 
sion darted up the shaft of the eleva- 
tor, which had been 
completely de- 


stroyed by the force of the explosion, 
and 
communicated with the 
record 


room of the supreme court, the office 
of the marshal of the court and the 
supreme 
court 
library. 
Before the 


flames could be subdued the priceless 
documents 
in 
the record room had 


been 
almost 
totally 
destroyed, and 


serious damage had been done in the 
marshal's office and some minor rooms 
ta the immediate vicinity. 


Li'urnry llailly Damal;c<l. 


The library of the supreme court, lo- 


eated 
immediately lieneath the 
su- 


preme court room, was badly damaged 
by fire, smoke and water, practically 
destroying the great collection of law 
•eference books. Tho library contains 
about 20.000 volumes and 
was used 


aot only by tho justices of the supreme 
court but by members of congress and 
lawyers practicing before the supreme 
court. 
Mr. Justice Harlan said that 


the library was very valuable. 
Many 


of tlir^ works it contained would, he 
thought, be difficult to replace. Libra- 
rian Clarke-, iififr a cursory examina- 
tion, nccei-sarily made by the light of 
lanterns, expressed the opinion that 
many of the books could be saved, al- 
though they had 
been 
drenched by 


water from the .streams poured into 
tie library for two hours or more after 
the explosion occurred. 


The most 
serious damage, in the 


opinion of the justices of the supreme 
court, is to the records stored in the 
inn-basement. These included all the

the supreme court from 


1792 to 1832. The room contains rec- 
ords of cases and opinions rendered 
by the fathers of the judiciary of the 
government.

and water as to be useless. 


Csn-c of th«- Exolonion. 


While many theories are offered as 


to the cause of the explosion, it seems 
beyond doubt 
to 
have been due to 


escaping gas. 
Lieutenant 
Nelson of 


the Capitol police detected an odor of 
gas in the corridor adjoining the su- 
preme court room. Mot being able to 
locate H he proceeded to Statuary hall 
—the old hall of the house of represen- 
tatives—thinking the gas might be 
escaping from a burner in that vicin- 
ity. While he was endeavoring to lo- 
cate the escape of the gas the explo- 
sion occurred. 
Only a few persons, 


principally officers of the Capitol po- 
lice, were in the building at the time, 
but several of them had narrow es- 
capes.
